Selectwoman Sullivan challenges official’s inconsistencies

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen invited Robert 
Halpin, the President & CEO of 
the Merrimack Valley 
Economic Development 
Council, Inc. (MVEDC), to its 
meeting on Monday, January

was recently conducted for the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission (MVPC) by the 
firm of Vanasse Hangen 


~Brustlin, Inc. A number of the 


recommended actions for 
improvements involved areas 
north of Wilmington, but much 
of the discussion of the study 
focused on the potential of this 
new interchange.

Woodbury joins selectman race 


Activist who prompted 2002 special town meeting declares his bid

WILMINGTON - Local 
activist Dan Woodbury has 
jumped in the race for one of 
two seats that are available on 
the Board of Selectmen this 
year, bringing the number of 
candidates who have their eyes 
on the prize to six. 

Woodbury, who has lived in 
Wilmington since 1985, has four 
children in the Wilmington 
School System. He is heavily 
involved in programs for local 
sports, recreation and the local 
chapter of the Boy Scouts. He 
has also repeatedly volunteered 
for Destination Imagination, a 
program within the school sys- 
tem that aims to teach students 
skills in solving problems. 

When it comes to politics, 
though, Woodbury, a member 
of.the Master Plan Committee, 
may be best known for his 
efforts in regard to recent town 
meetings in Wilmington. 

In 2002, for example, 
Woodbury worked alongside 
Selectwoman Suzanne Sullivan 
to call the August Special Town 
Meeting that resulted in the 
reversal of a vote cast in April 
to secure the construction of a 
new library at the Whitefield 
School in North Wilmington. 
At the Annual Town Meeting in 
April, Woodbury authored an 
article that sought to allow vot- 
ers, not selectmen, to fill 
vacancies on the Board of 
Selectmen through special elec- 


tions. The article passed and 
now waits for approval from 
the state legislature. 

“I’m very active across the 
board,” Woodbury says. “It’s 
not only the policies and poli- 
tics of Wilmington that I’m 
involved in, it’s the sports and 
recreation and scouting and 
child development too.” 

This makes Woodbury’s first 
bid for elected office. During 
his campaign, he hopes to focus 
on controlling affordable hous- 
ing projects, re-zoning the 
Route 38 Corridor to foster a 
business-friendly atmosphere 
and create new jobs for young 
people, and maintaining the 
town’s tax base. 

“Taxation is very high for 
Wilmington home owners and 
business owners,” Woodbury 
says. “We need to find other 
ways to generate income for the 
town, rather than just constant- 
ly go back to the same well.” 

Woodbury hopes to engage all 
of his competitors during this 
campaign, but there is one fel- 
low candidate in particular who 
he has in his sights. 

“I don’t want to see Mike 
Newhouse on the Board of 
Selectmen again,” Woodbury 
says of the former town counsel 
who threw his hat in the ring 
last week. “He’s been elected 
twice as a selectman, and both 
times he was elected he 
stepped down, once to run for 
state representative, and again 


to become town counsel. I am 
the best candidate to set off any 
impact that he would have.” 

Last year, Woodbury was a 
strong and dedicated supporter 
of Selectwoman Sullivan. 
Sullivan is running for re-elec- 
tion this campaign season, but 
Woodbury is not worried that 
his own candidacy could sway 
voters away from her. 

“My fear is, yes, that she 
would not be re-elected and I 
would be elected,” Woodbury 
says. “I am convinced, though, 
based on Suzanne’s support 
during the last election, that 
she is going to win one of the 
seats that are available this 
year. If I was not convinced, I 
would not in any way want to 
threaten her position on the 
board. This race is really for 
one seat, not two.” 

Woodbury joins a list of candi- 
dates that includes Mark 
Nelson, a landscaper; 
Newhouse; Karl Sagal, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Appeals; 
Sullivan; and Master Plan 
Committee member Ann 
Yurek. 

In other election news, incum- 
bent Robert Peterson has taken 
out nomination papers from the 
town clerk’s office in a bid to 
keep his seat for three more 
years on the Regional 
Vocational Technical School 
Committee.

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Caira unveils 
$63M budget 


Increase from last year’s budget 
makes smallest jump since 1993

WILMINGTON Town 
Manager Michael Caira 
unveiled his proposed $63 mil- 
lion budget during the meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen on 
Monday, January 26. 

The figure of $63 million 
marks a jump of nearly 2.5 per- 
cent over the budget of the cur- 
rent year. According to Caira, 
that increase makes the small- 
est one since 1993. 

Caira told selectmen that the 
budget, which proposes to be 
balanced through an allocation 
of approximately $2.2 million of 
the town’s $5.7 million surplus, 
acknowledges the “extraordi- 
nary” fiscal challenges faced 
by communities that are striv- 
ing to meet residents’ expecta- 
tions within the “context of 
affordability.” 

“The proposal re-emphasizes 
the principles of conservative 
budgeting by holding the line 
on most operating accounts and 
by relying on operating 
reserves to ensure that there is 
no retreat on the important 
progress achieved over the past 
several years,” Caira assured 
selectmen. 

The decision to dip further 
into the town’s “free cash” 
reserve, which stood at roughly 
$10 million a short time ago, 
will allow Wilmington to main- 
tain its programs, abide by its 
contracts, make strides in edu- 
cation, ensure the health an 
safety of its citizens, and fund a 
variety of needs relating to 
equipment, facilities and infra- 
structure. 

Caira cautioned selectmen, 
however, that the budget before 
them does entail risks in the 


sense that the town needs to 
start identifying new sources of 
revenue in time for 2006 and 
beyond. 

“We need to support responsi- 
ble development to avoid an 
over-reliance on surplus funds,” 
Caira advised. 

Furthermore, Caira urged, 
Wilmington needs to take such 
measures as continuing a 
“strong and aggressive” tax 
collection policy, working with 
local businesses to spark eco- 
nomic growth, and calling on 
legislators on Beacon Hill to 
restore local aid, 

Local aid, in particular, has 
seen its share of cuts through- 
out the Commonwealth in 
recent times, and Wilmington 
has not been «unaffected. Such 
aid for Wilmington was cut by 
as much as $1 million for the 
current fiscal year. In Fiscal 
Year 2003, aid for Wilmington 
was slashed by as much as 
$700,000. As for this year, Caira 
has placed his hopes on an 
assurance provided by 
Governor Mitt Romney. 

“Despite the less than rosy 
outlook, Governor Romney has 
promised cities and towns a 
budget package that, at the 
very least, would level fund 
each community’s local aid,” 
Caira told selectmen. “The 
town’s recommended budget 
for Fiscal Year 2005 takes the 
Governor at his word.” 

Caira also renewed a plea he 
made last year for residents 
and officials alike to implore 
legislators and the governor to 
treat certain towns such as 
Wilmington fairly when calcu- 
lating local aid.

For Connolly, TOPS is tops. 
Local chapter of weight loss support group has helped her lose 
100 pounds - - and keep them off 


WILMINGTON - Here we are 
at the end of January. Does 
your resolution to lose weight 
in 2004 now feel like an idealis- 
tic, distant promise, hatched a 
lifetime ago after a gut-busting 
Chinese food dinner on New 
Year’s Eve? 

Wilmington resident Shirley 
Connolly has a personal story 
for you that will revive that res- 
olution and get your couch- 
potato self to back away from 
that all-you-can-eat buffet and 
make a difference in your life 
that will be anything but light- 
weight. 

Connolly, you see, is a mem- 
ber of the Wilmington chapter 
of TOPS. For the uninitiated, 
TOPS ‘stands for “Take Off 
Pounds Sensibly,” the support 
group that has chapters 
throughout the country that 
helps men, women and children 
shed that excess weight and 
reclaim their self confidence. 

“We're there for fellowship 
and support,” Connolly says. 
“We go to weekly meetings and 
have fun. It’s like the boy and 
girl scouts of weight loss.” 

Connolly first joined TOPS 
when she lived in Brighton 20 
years ago. At 22 years old, she 
weighed 204 pounds, a size she 
says was the product of a child- 
hood during which her mother 
showed her love for her through 
feeding her. Proportions were 
always too big, she says, and a 
lot of the food she ate had a lot 
of fat. 

“My mother believed that a 
fat baby was a healthy baby,” 
Connolly says. “I've been sur- 
rounded by love and food my 
whole life.” 

Connolly shed 30 pounds dur- 
ing the ten years that followed 
her beginning with TOPS in 


1984. In 1994, Connolly and her 
husband and kids moved to 
Wilmington and she completely 
stopped attending TOPS meet- 
ings. In the four years that fol- 
lowed, she gained weight and 
began a period in her life 
scarred with loneliness, sad- 
ness and anger with herself. 


She hit 257 pounds. 

“The heavier I got, the more 
introverted I got,” she says. “I 
stayed within my comfort zone 
of my husband and children. I 
would respond nicely to people, 
but I wouldn’t overly extend 
myself. I was afraid of rejec-

These editorials in which we commend Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira and his staff on their latest budget pro- 
posals are becoming an annual staple here at the Town Crier. 

There’s a reason for that. Every January, Caira produces a 
sound, sensible budget that blunts the blows of a troubled econo- 
my and sets sights on an improved quality of life for the residents 
of Wilmington, Just this past Monday night, he did it again. 

During a selectmen meeting earlier this week, Caira put forth a 
budget for Fiscal Year 2005 priced at roughly $63 million. That fig- 
ure makes a jump of just two and a half percent from last year. It 
#lso makes the smallest budget increase foisted upon Wilmington 
in eleven years. 

In crafting the budget, Caira was fully aware of the limitations 
prompted by an economy that seems to be recovering but has not 
yet reached the light at the end of the tunnel. 

For starters, the budget calls for Wilmington to deplete its cur- 
rent surplus of $5.7 million by 22 percent for balance to be 
achieved. (Just a couple of years ago, the town’s “free cash” 
reserve stood at a rosy $10 million.) 

Second of all, the budget has placed its faith in Governor Mitt 
Romney, who has assured municipalities throughout the 
Commonwealth that he will level fund Local Aid. This is impor- 
tant to Wilmington, which saw its aid slashed by more than $1 mil 
lion this fiscal year. (Local aid for the town was cut by approxi- 
mately $700,000 the year before.) 

y, Caira’s budget also warns the community that it must 
tind new sources of revenue as soon as 2006. 

2005 budget is, however, a document of caution and 
Try this on for size: In the coming year, a new play- 
ated to be built at the North Intermediate School, cour- 
tesy of a donation from the Wilmington Sons of Italy.

Economic Development Council (MVEDC). Sullivan suggested 
that Hajec was involved in a conflict because he was at the meet- 
ing in Tewksbury on Tuesday night as a traffic consultant hired by 
the Town of Tewksbury. 

Sullivan's point was bolstered when Mills Committee member 
Steve Deackoff asked Hajec whom he will bill for his appearance 
in Wilmington. When Hajec answered that he will send his invoice 
to the MVEDC, Deackoff replied, “Well, that speaks for itself.” 

Sullivan didn’t stop there. Earlier on Tuesday's meeting, Hajec 
told the Mills Study Committee that the so-called preferred Loop 
Interchange could cost as much as $35 million. Sullivan reminded 
Hajec that, just 24 hours earlier, he had told her and her col- 
leagues on the Board of Selectmen that no cost analyses had been 
conducted in regard to any of the five interchange alternatives. 

Hajec replied that he had possibly misunderstood Sullivan when 
she asked him on Monday night if any such analyses had been con- 
ducted.

Division of Capital Asset 
Management and Maintenance 
(DCAM) said no testing had 
been performed by the state but 
they were not aware of any 
releases on the site.

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Dear Editor: 

Twice now the Wilmington 
Crier has criticized the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
and Wilmington's Town 
Counsel for the new contract by 
and between the town and its 
tdwn counsel. That criticism, 
contained in Steve Bjork's 
Standing Eight Count of 
December 31, 2003, and later in 
the Shawn Sullivan editorial of 
January 14, 2004, is unwarrant- 
ed, and wholly without merit, 
requiring me, after obtaining 
permission to do so, to write 
this letter to set the record 
straight. 

Please consider the following: 
In June 2003, the Board of 
Selectmen and my law firm, as 
‘Town Counsel, entered into an 
arrangement for legal services 
based upon specifications “of 
what the duties of that position 
would entail. Those specifica- 
tions originated from town offi- 
cials other than the members 
of the Board of Selectmen, but 
I, and I believe also the various 
Selectmen, appear to have had 
the same understandings of 
what the specifications were 
for the position and were on the 
same page as to what was 
involved in June as to Town 
Counsel duties. 

However, after assuming the 
duties of town counsel in June, 
1 and others from my law firm 
then had a‘ chance to investi- 
gate and dig into the legal 
affairs of the town with a thor- 
oughness I suspect has not 
been done before, at least not in 
recent memory. By December 
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Wilmington was confronting 
legal issues far beyond the June 
town counsel specifications 
described in the preceding 
paragraph. We then met with 
the Board of Selectmen in a 
number of executive sessions 
and briefed the Board on the 
very serious and apparently lit- 
tle understood issues facing the 
town. Those legal issues, too 
numerous to detail here in this 
letter, presented serious chal- 
lenges to the town well beyond 
the June specifications and 
understandings. 

The serious issues facing the 
town include but are not limited 
to 

(a) the town's operation of 
important governmental pro- 
grams not in compliance with 
applicable law, 

(b) the lack of modernization 
of governmental _ structure 
reflecting recent legal develop- 
ments, . 

(c) the necessity to recon- 
struct and bring up to stan- 
dards essential legal records 
and files of the town, 

(d) the unusual number of 
accumulated backlogged litiga- 
tions, real estate issues, and 
labor/ employment matters, 

(e) two major looming disas- 
ters that call out for Herculean 
legal efforts to address, and 

(f) an atmosphere of tension 
and internal bickering hamper- 
ing legal efforts. 

All of these issues we brought 
to the Board of Selectmen's 
attention.

Rather 
than a guaranteed annual 
amount, we have to earn our 
compensation by hard work. 
For the town, the new agree- 
ment represents a forward 
thinking decision by the Board 
of Selectmen, a decision that it 
is in the better interests of the 
town to change the way 
Wilmington operates for the 
better; a decision that is better 
now to face reality and address 
the urgent need to update and 
modernize the legal structure 
of the town; that it is wiser both 
short term and long term to 
have the town in a better litiga- 
tion position to defend itself 
when sued; and a decision that 
it is better for the town now to 
begin its preparations for the 
coming battles that lay so 
unavoidably straight ahead in 
the Town's future. 

The Town Crier would better 
serve its readers by discourag- 
ing divisiveness, by encourag- 
ing courtesy and mutual 
respect, and by commending 
the Board of Selectmen for the 
wisdom and foresight to go for- 
ward with the new agreement 
whose goal is so clearly intend- 
ed to be a better Wilmington.

Sheridan Jr, beloved husband of 
the late Margaret Walsh 
Sheridan, of Tewksbury and

2004. He was 84. 

Born in Providence, Rhode 
Island on November 14th 1919, 
he was educated in Providence 
and graduated from Classical 
High School in 1937 where he 
won both the Latin and French 
achievement medals. At the age 
of 21 Mr. Sheridan joined the 
Navy and volunteered for the 
submarine service in March of 
1941. He was serving aboard the 
submarine U.S.S. Wahoo based 
in Honolulu as a radioman, 
when on December 7th, 1941 he 
received the message, “Pearl 
Harbor under attack, this is no 
drill.” Mr. Sheridan asked that 
the message be repeated before 
he sent it to his co 
officer. According to the defini- 
tive history of “The Silent 
Service”, this was the first mes- 
sage received by the fleet indi- 
cating the United States was at 
war. During the war Mr. 
Sheridan served aboard the 
U.S.S. Gudgeon, which was 
awarded the Presidential Unit 
Citation for sinking the most 
Japanese ships in’ one war 
cruise than any other previous 
submarine. 

Mr. Sheridan retired from the 
Navy in 1961 at the rank of 
Chief Warrant Officer, 3c, after 
receiving the American 
Defense with Fleet Clasp 
medal, the Asiatic-Pacific 
Campaign Medal with 5 battle 
stars, the American Theatre 
Presidential Unit Citation, the 
Good Conduct Medal, and The 
World War II Victory Medal. 

Upon his retirement from the 
Navy, he worked for Avco 
Missile Systems, Raytheon and 
Textron. After his retirement 
from Textron, Mr. Sheridan 
became a talented amateur 
writer. His writing reflected his 
many combat experiences and 
life in the submarine service. 

His story “The Songbird of 
Trieste” is a particular favorite 
to those who have read his sto- 
ries. 

In 1991 the Tewksbury Board 
of Selectmen and the 
Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts recognized him on the 
50th anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor with citations for his 
service as a Pearl Harbor sur- 
vivor.

“tion because of my obesity.” 

Connolly was afraid of more 
than rejection, though. She 
was also deeply worried that 
her son, Ryan, was falling into 
the same trap. In 1999, Ryan 
‘was 12 years old and 40 pounds 
‘overweight. 
“41 had taught my child what 
‘my mom had taught me, which 
is an unhealthy eating style,” 
Connolly says. “Out of love I 
had created a morbidly obese 
' (hild. I knew he was a heavy 

boy, but.I did not. realize how 

heavy he was.” 

She got the wake-up call when 

: she took Ryan to his doctor for 
» @:physical. Ryan’s doctor told 
him that he needed to lose 
weight because his young age 
did not exempt him from can- 
cer, diabetes, heart disease and 
other illnesses that target 
obese individuals. 

“It was then that I learned 
that my way to properly show 
love for my son was to teach 

. him to eat sensibly,” Connolly 
= says. “I told Ryan, ‘We're going 
: back to TOPS.” 

*~ And that’s exactly where they 
went. They found a TOPS 
chapter in Reading and faith- 
fully attended its meetings.

Halpin brought Paul Hajec, of 
Hajec Associates, Inc., to 
describe to selectmen the five 
interchange concepts. Hajec 
has os, Deen contracted by the

peer review of the transporta- 
tion aspects of the Mills pro- 
posal. 


‘The interchange concept com- 
monly referred to as the 
“Trumpet Interchange” is, of 
the original four, the only alter- 
native not to provide access to 
the west side of the highway. 

The West Alternative 1 con- 
cept connects to South Street in 
Tewksbury, West Alternative 2 
connects to Salem Street in 
Wilmington, and West 
Alternative 3 includes an 
access road running parallel to 
1-93 and connecting to the exist- 
ing Route 125 area. 

The Mills concept, commonly 
referred to as the “Loop 
Interchange,” includes a circu- 
lar road system accessing the 
Andover and Ballardvale Street 
side of 1-93 and opening access 
to several undeveloped parcels 
of land in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

Hajec opined, as he did for the 
‘Tewksbury Board of Selectmen 
last week, that the Loop 
Interchange was the most 
favorable of the concepts 
explored. He based his findings 
on a number of factors includ- 


newly formed by Jean Foley. 

Fast forward to today. Ryan, 
who is now 17, has lost and kept 
off those 40 pounds. In 1999, he 
was nationally recognized as a 
TOPS Pre-Teen - Division 
Winner, a distinction bestowed 
upon him because he lost more 
pounds that year than any 
other kid in TOPS between the 
ages of 7 and 12. Ryan also 
played football for four straight 
years at Shawsheen Tech; in 
fact, just this past fall, the 
school awarded him Most 
Improved Player. 

“In Ryan I discovered what 
joy is all about,” Connolly says. 
“Ryan's weight loss boosted his 
self esteem and gave him a 
source of self respect.” 

Connolly didn’t do too shabby 
herself. In her first 13 months 
back with TOPS, she lost 100 
pounds. She has kept off that 
weight since then, enjoying and 
maintaining a pleasing figure 
of 161 pounds by walking daily, 
eating sensibly, and catching 
all of those TOPS meetings. 

“T feel joyful,” she says. 

These days, Connolly does a 
lot more than walk and eat 
well. She also reaches out to 
others, in the hopes of spread- 
ing awareness about TOPS and 
inspiring overweight folks to 
get in shape and, better yet, 


ing workability, environmental 
impacts, and service to other 
parcels of land. 

“My findings to date are that 
this particular alternative does 
do these things in a better fash- 
ion than any of the other alter- 
natives,” said Hajec. “I am just 
now starting to look at the actu- 
al incorporation of the Mills 
project into the mix as far as its 
traffic generation.” 

According to Hajec, the Loop 
Interchange is the only alterna- 
tive to meet Federal Highway 
ramp spacing criteria, which 
calls for a minimum of one mile 


between ramps. 
Sullivan remained concerned 
that the new ini ie was 


simply duplicating what the 
Route 125 improvements would 
accomplish, but, according to 
Hajec, the Corridor Study 
accounted for those improve- 
ments and still saw a need for a 
new interchange. He stated 
also, however, that the current 
attitude at the state level 
reflects that of Sullivan. 

“This Loop Interchange is a 
massive infrastructure and will 
change the face of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury _ forever,” 
Sullivan said. “Adding huge 
infrastructure without address- 
ing local infrastructure could 
create a nightmare.” 

Selectman Frank West 
focused on Mills’ potential mall 
and its creation of jobs, the 
bulk of which, West predicted, 
would be low-paying part-time 
jobs without medical coverage. 


For Connolly, TOPS is tops 


stay in shape. 

“At TOPS we have an open 
door,” she says. “People are 
welcome to come to our meet- 
ings and see what they are all 
about. There’s no obligation. 
They can just come in, have a 
cup of coffee and make some 
new friends.” 

The Wilmington TOPS chap- 
ter works like this. Members 
arrive at the Methodist Church 
on Church Street between 5 
p.m. and 6:15 p.m. every 
Thursday. First, they enter a 
private room and get their 
weight recorded. Then, at 6:30, 
the meeting officially begins 
with a roll call,’ during which 
members state whether they 
have gained pounds during the 
last week or lost them. 

“There's no pressure to state 
how many pounds you may 
have gained,” Connolly says. 
“Sometimes, though, it helps to 
own up to it and accept it. 
We're all there to support each 
other.” 

During the hour that follows 
the roll call, TOPS members 
share stories, listen to speak- 
ers, plan programs for exercis- 
ing and healthy eating, and 
explore such topics as motiva- 
tion and encouragement. 

It costs very little, if anything, 
to join TOPS. There is a $20 


According to Halpin, the vast 
majority of the new employ- 
ment would come from expan- 
sions to existing companies in 
the Ballardvale Street area. 

“Most of the job creation 
would be on the east side of the 
highway, including Wyeth, 
Gillette, Charles River Labs, 
and Agfa,” Halpin said. 

School Committee member

“(Mills) have already signed a 
Project Labor Agreement,” 
Baker said. “I am number 472 
on a 850-man lay-off list in my 
local. This project would cre- 
ate over 1,500 good-paying jobs 
over three years. I hear, time 
and again, and I agree, that we 
need a fire station in North 
Wilmington. If this project 
goes forward, there is possibili- 
ty that we could get funding for 
a North Wilmington Fire 
Station, finally. 1 see this pro- 
ject as nothing but a positive 
step.” 

Selectman Chairman Michael 
McCoy agreed that Wilmington 
will need to look at both eco- 
nomic advantages and quality 
of life issues that pertain to the 
construction of the proposed 
interchange and mall. 

On Tuesday night, Sullivan 
attended a meeting in 


yearly membership fee, which

“Most of the time, it remains a 
dream. Sometimes, though, 
those dreams consume your 
thoughts and push you into 
action. Thankfully, my friends 
at TOPS were there to motivate 
me and share in my dreams. 
By the grace of God, it did not 
remain a dream. It became a 
reality.”

“Fairness demands that 
Wilmington not be penalized for 


erisuring its own fiscal well- 
being by having had the fore- 
sight to build appropriate oper- 
ating reserves,” Caira said. “I 
again urge residents to actively 
lobby state officials to take

Cancer ends great coaching career of Bill Ritchie

Longtime Shawsheen Tech 
girls’ basketball coach Bill 
Ritchie knew this would be his 
last season with the team. He 
just didn’t know it would come 

so soon. 

On Friday afternoon, Ritchie 
hung up his whistle and clip- 
board for good. After 15 years 
as head coach, Ritchie fittingly 
won game No. 200 and 201 this 
past week in his marvelous 
career. But he did send in his 
resignation because of a mile- 
stone he reached. Instead, he 
told the team that was it 
because he’s been diagnosed 
with prostate cancer and will 
undergo surgery soon. 

To say that Ritchie is commit- 
ted to his team would certainly 
be an understatement. When 
the season began back in 
December, Ritchie knew that he 
was seven wins away from the 
milestone and didn’t want the 
attention of his achievement to 
take anything away from his 
players and his team. 

He insisted that the story be 
about his players and not about 
him. As it turned out, Ritchie 
got win No. 200 last Thursday 
night with a 61-36 rout of Essex 
Aggie. He picked up win No, 201 
the next night against Chelsea 
in his final game as coach of 
the Lady Rams” 

Ritchie was notified about his 
cancer on a routine doctor’s 
visit in November. He had been 
planning on ending his career 
following the end of the season, 
but now he was being forced to 
call it quits much earlier, Even 
when talking about his illness 
Ritchie still remained focused 
on the team. 


Conference championship. 
This year's team, after losing 
several key seniors may not 
quite reach those heights, but 
under Ritchie they were off to 
an 8-4 start an well on their way 
to another tournament berth. 
The strong start may have sur- 
prised some, but his players 
knew that regardless of the 
number of stars lost to gradua- 
tion, Ritchie would put them in 
good position to win games this 
season. 

"Mr. Ritchie is an awesome 
guy and a great coach," 
Tewksbury's Jenn Elwell said. 
"He's not only a great basket- 
ball coach, but he's also very 
interested in how we are doing 
in school. He will really be 
missed." 

Just as Elwell pointed out how 
Ritchie's care goes beyond the 
basketball court, the senior 
captain also noted that his con- 
sistency even in the face of a 
tough personal situation was 
key to the team. 

"He always tries to give us 
everything and this year has 
been no different," Elwell said. 
"He did not want to upset us, 
and he has acted no differently 
towards us. He is always for 
the team first." 

Ritchie has of course always 
brought that attitude towards 
coaching the Lady Rams and it 
has obviously paid off with 201 
wins. But Ritchie has had that 
same approach for many years, 
as evidenced by his career as 
head football coach of the 
Rams, during which he took the 
team to their only Super Bowl 
appearance in 1978. 

Shawsheen athletic director 
Ron Nowakowski has seen 
Ritchie's expertise up close for

Leading by two points late 
during Friday night's game 
against a very good Ipswich 
team, the Wilmington High 
boys basketball team ran into 
some small luck of fate: the ref- 
erees.

“It blows my mind that we go 
inside at least one of every 
three possessions and as much 
as we do that we went to the 
line just 13 times the other 
night. That's ridiculous to me. 
I'd love for spmeone to tell me 


that whenever Zack Mitzan 
touches the ball inside, that he 
doesn’t have a knee in his back, 
an elbow in his side or arms 
around him. He gets fouled 
almost everytime. I think the 
officiating in this league is 
awful. If you don't get veterans 
who have been around for a 
while you're in trouble. 

“They expect us as coaches to 
abide and we're the ones with 
the kids two hours a night, six 
days a week to prepare for a 
game and these officials have 
no clue. It’s-frustrating and I 
don’t think it’s fair. They have 
to be held accountable like we 
are. There’s no penalty with 
them. 

“There's a lot of good teams 
out there and a lot of good bas- 
ketball to be seen and none of 
these referees are up to par of 
what's going on. I’m fed up with 
it. It’s not like I’m being a cry- 
baby because we are 10-3, but I 
would have liked to know what 
would have happened if those 
phantom calls weren't called. 
My kids played very well and I 
was hurting for them.” 

McCune said that a handful of 
calls down the stretch came 
into an effect. One of them he 
said came on Mike Kelley, one 
of the most respected ball play- 
ers around, who was called for 
an intentional foul after he was 


head-butted by an Ipswich play- 
er. Nothing was called on 
Ipswich, just Kelley. 

“In my mind, winning by two 
points late in the game, Mike 
Kelley would be the last person 
to get an intentional foul called 
against him,” said McCune. 
“Mike never even touched the 
kid. Now he goes home feeling 
partly that he was. responsible 
for the loss. That's wrong.” 

Wilmington played much bet- 
ter in this game after several 
subpar performances. Ipswich’s 
top gun, Justin Woodworth was 
the real deal scoring 29 points 
in the game. But Wilmington 
stayed strong and were led by 
Joe Herra and Mitzan who had 
a combined 34 points including 
18 by Herra, a sophomore.

Foreman, are paid for through 
the issuance of bonds. This is 
one of the two ways MassHigh- 
way is allowed to generate 
funds for road maintenance. 

The other, and more com 
mon way, is funding from an 
operational account which is 
set aside by the General Court 
upon the approval of the fiscal 
year budget 

Another form of road main- 
(enance may come from a pro- 
posed collaboration with the 
federal government. Negolia- 
tions are row under way to 
have the U.S. government pick 
up part of the cost of a pro- 
posed bridge repair program. 

What's the cost for 

advertising along Rt 128? 

There may not be any bill 
boards allowed on interstate 
highways such as Route 128 but 
there are plenty of ways to 
advertise a business or service. 
Smart companies can strategi- 
cally place a sign along private 
property or the sides of a build 
ing along side the road 

A second way. mostly used 
by the service industry, is to 
purchase space on one of the 
legal blue billboards placed at 
strategic locations just before 
the highway’s exits 

Foreman reported, “There 
are about 300 signs across the 
state. The only area where 
there are no signs is in District 
One, which is in the western 
part of the state." 

MassHighway can also 
restrict signs along the high- 
ways of Cape Cod, if they inter- 
fere with a scenic view. 


According ¢@ a multi-page 
set of regulations, only food, 
gas or lodging establishments 
may avail themselves of the 
use of the blue signs. All of the 
eligible businesses must be 
within three miles of the exit 
ramp where the sign is placed. 

Each type of industry has a 
separate sign with room for six 
panels of related businesses 
(Le. all lodging would be on 
one sign, all food or gas would 
be on.a second and third sign) 

The first business applying 
for a sign must agree to pay all 
costs associated with the 
design, construction and instal 
lation of the signs and all of the 
work has to be approved by 
MassHighway and meet the 
Manual on Uniform Traffic 
Control Devices (MUTCD) 
guidelines. 

The applicant will receive 
the top left hand corner of the 
sign and other applicants are 
located on the sign in the avail- 
able spaces until a maximum 
of six placards are attached to 
the signs, Foreman said the ini- 
tial costs for these signs can 
reach as muchas $6,000 or 
$7,000 for design and construc- 
tion. 

Those wishing to attach 
placards to a sign that has 
already been erected must pay 
for the design of the placards, 
which must meet minimum and 
maximum sizes as regulated by 
MassHighway. The costs for the. 
placards alone can be as much 
as $300 to $400, with another 
$250 fee paid to MassHighway 
for installation. 


Once the sign is erected an 
annual maintenance fee of 
$1,200 is charged all of the com- 
panies on the sign. However, 
the initial company does not 
pay this fee until they have 
recouped the full cost of the 
signs initial expenses. 

Foreman noted that a mini- 
mum of two signs must be 
erected at the exits. One a 
short distance before the exit 
and the second at the exit 
showing in which direction the 
driver must turn to reach the 
advertised business. 

A second set of signs may 
be placed at exit ramps 
announcing the nearby loca- 
tions of schools, colleges or 
hospitals. The state pays for 
generic signs and those adver- 
tising public schools and hospi- 
tals. 

However, private institutions 
must pay for their own signs 
based on the same formula as 
those businesses in the service 
industries. 

The history of the roadway 
is a long and varied one, with 
the design stage dating back to 
the 1Y30's. Accoraing (o an aru- 
cle in the September 2001 issue 
of the BU Bridge (Boston Uni- 
versity Public Relations 
Department): “The story of 
Route 128 begins with former 
Department of Public Works 
Commissioner William F. 
Callahan, who was appointed in 
1934. Realizing that Boston was 
bursting at the seams, he envi- 
sioned a "circumferential high 
way" that would connect the 
radial roads and spark econom- 
ic development in outlying 
towns. Because of the Depres- 
sion, however, he could do little

Republican Governor Lev- 
erett Saltonstall removed Calla- 
han, a Democrat, from office in 
1939, before he could realize his 
dream.

ing or home maintenance. 

It is important to know the 
questions to ask and the appro- 
priate approaches to take when 
addressing such _ sensitive 
Issues. 

It. is equally important to 
possess some knowledge about 
the topics or issues of concern 
at hand.

tiate an effective dialogue with 
a loved one around such topics 
as financial, legal, health care 
and long-term care matters.

waistline, as voted by the 
nation’s newspaper and maga- 
zine food editors. 

Throughout 2003, study after 
study revealed that Americans, 
especially children and teens, 
are consuming more calories 
than ever before, partly due to 
the “super sizing” of portions. 

Consumer lawsuits against 
food companies such as 
McDonald's and Oreo, have 
illustrated the collective frus- 
tration at the high calorie/low 
nutritional nature of today’s 
food offerings. 

In response, food companies 
have started adopting new prac- 
tices. For example, Kraft Foods 
which is North America’s 
largest food company, 
announced sweeping new initia- 
tives on July 1, 2003, to help 
fight obesity. 

Those initiatives included a 
cap on the portion size of sin- 
gle-serve packages and the 
elimination of in-school market- 
ing. 

But reversing the effects wil 


take time. Meanwhile, non-food 
companies are adjusting their 
merchandise to accommodate a 


larger America 


clothing retailers now report 
that more than 20 percent of all 
clothing sales for women are 
“plus sizes.” ‘ 

The obesity story easily 
tipped the scale as the number 
one food story of the year, with 
virtually each of the 1,300 par- 
ticipating editors ranking. it 
within the top three in the sur- 
vey. 

In an effort to win the battle 
of the bulge, Americans 
embraced the Atkins Diet like 
never before, 

Editors voted the resurgence 
of the Atkins Diet, which 
occurred as the previously con- 
troversial diet was vindicated in 
several studies, as the year's 
number two food story, 

The Wall Street Journal even 
noted in the column .on 
December 11, 2003, that the 20- 
year high price in eggs is due to 
the increase in demand brought 
about by those adhering to the 
Atkins plan.

17, Dr. Robert Atkins sold more 
than 15 million copies of his 
book entitled, “Dr. Atkins Diet 
Revolution,” in 31 years, 
1 The Atkins Diet emphasizes 
consumption of proteins and 
fats, while discouraging con- 
sumption of carbohydrates such 
as rice, bread and fruit.

According to the American 
Pain Foundation, nine out of 10 
Americans report experiencing 
pain at least monthly; many, 
more frequently, Many people 
self-treat minor aches and 
pains with over-the-counter 
(OTC) pain relievers. OTC med- 
ications make dealing with 
pain possible without a doctor's 
prescription. 

Unfortunately, many people 
neglect to involve their doctors 
or pharmacists in their self- 
treating decisions and--since

there are serious risks wnen 
mixing OTCs with prescription 
drugs, alcohol and dietary sup- 
plements - consumers may be 
cooking up a recipe for disas-

The reality is OTC pain 
relievers can cause serious 
complications such as stomach 
bleeding, liver and kidney prob- 
lems and ulcers; sometimes 
without warning. OTC 
painkillers come in two cate- 
gories: non-sterdidal anti- 
inflammatory drugs (NSAIDs) 
and acetaminophen. NSAIDs 
include many common medi- 
cines (aspirin, ibuprofen, 
naproxen, and the brand-name 
versions of these). 

According to a_ recent 
National Consumers League 
(NCL)-survey, NSAIDS are the 


according to the survey, they 
often do so without regard to 
possible side effects and inter- 
actions. Almost half of those 
use OTC pain relievers know- 
ingly take more than. the rec- 
ommended dose. Many ignore 
critical label information: 16 
percent admit to not reading 
the label at all. Experts say 
this behavior is risky but the 
results preventable. 


“Gonsumers don’t have to 
use a blindfold when choosing 
and using OTC pain medica- 
tions. Safety information is 
included on labels for a rea- 
son,” says Linda Golodner, NCL 
president. “It’s critical for con- 
sumers to read the label com- 
pletely and always take the rec-
